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INTRODUCTORY REMARKS 


here 1s not a second town in kurope which has 
since the last twenly years undergone such a rapid 
development as Budapest: Especially the part of 
town situated on the left) bank of the Danube 
has we might say almost been improved awav 
Indeed the town of our dear fathers day 1s hardly 
to be recogmzed and Budapest of to-day Is, as 
to ifs greater part a new ci'v 

Diawing a parallel between «<Budapest 
Past» and -Budapest Present» by compating earlier and later to- 
pogiaphies of this lown, will give tbe best idea of the extraordinary rapid 
development of the Hungatian Metropolis So for instance a lat document 
not gnite hundied years old kept in the city parish church on the Eskutea 
(Place of oath) informs us, thal m 1795 the population of «Pesth» only 
amounted to 29370 souls, and that at this period there were no more 
than 2581 houses in this town, thereof 24 houses of three stories, 318 of 
two stories and 2239 houses one story Ingh 

About 50 years ago Count Majlath wrote a book «<The Town of 
Pest» We have a part of this description reprinted in the «Panorama 
of The Austro-Hungarian Monarchy» at hand Therem we are 
told at this time the population of «Pesth» numbered 70,000 souls — The

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result of the census of 1891 shows a total of 5606061 souls —- At that 
eriod the citizens were content with a single pontoon bridge across the 
Danube connecting the town of «Pest» on the left bank with the town of 
Buda on the mght bank of the river, and it 1s termed «remarkable» 
that there was an idea of compensating the floating bridge for a suspension 
bridge Further on, Count Majlath notifies the Charles barraks and the bar- 
raks called Ujépulet (New Building) — edifices which how-a-davs are any- 
thing but embellishments of Budapest — «as belonging to the lar- 
gest and finest buildings of this noble city, &» 

It seems hke mockery if from the point of view of the present day 
we retrospect these poor beginnmgs Shall ever our own advanced and 
clever contrivances for public mtercourse be smiled at with such a mixture 
of pity and contempt by some yet more advanced and skilful descendants ? 
Count Majlath also speaks of the facilities for communication with Vienna, 
Bavana ete with Constantinopel and Asia, by the novel medium of com- 
munication the steamboat, which from the middle of March to the middle 
of November twice every week was running upwards to Vienna and down- 
wards to the Orient on either way seldom failing to bring at least 100 
tourists to Pest! 

At present eleven different railway lines carry their trains crowded 
with passengers daily into the Hungarian metropolis This muraculous rise 
is mainly due to the regeneration of the country and the reestablishment of 
a constitutional government, which happy event found its glorious conclu- 
sion in the coronation of the King and Queen in 1867 Then the long fet- 
tered patriotic sentiments of the Hungarians revived, and imuitiated and 
aided by the never to be forgotten Count Gyula Andrassy, Hungary’: 
constitutional prime minister, the aera of reconstruction, of a magmificent 
and in its way unrivalled expansion and flourishment of the country metro- 
polis, Budapest, began Although the Hungarians were at all times fully 
aware of the unparallelled beauty of the situation of the former sister ci- 
ties Buda and Pest on the night and left shore of the Danube, yet since 
the two fair halves were united to one fairer capital «Budapest», the com- 
petent authorities strove with enthusiastic zeal to clad the natural beauty 
of the town with the cultured splendor of art 

At present Budapest 1s that to the Hungarian, what Berlin 1s for the 
German, or Paris for the French It is the centre of life and movement in 
Hungary, the seat of government and the vamous departments of state, 
the emporium of commerce and industry of a great country, and for every 
Hungarian a just subject of national pride and exaltation 

For the visitor Budapest has many attractions As regards pictures- 
que situation and scenery, architecture and ethnographical features, this 
splendid city may boldly challenge comparison with much that has else- 
where been deemed worthy of unqualified praise 

The extreme contrasts occuring here are so obvious, that they will 
not fail to render Budapest of great mterest to every visitor If he tire 
of the plain, he has the hills If he ture of the streets, he has the parks 
If he tire of the road, the river flows at hand If he dislikes the features 
of the modern town, he will find venerable traces of bygone centuries

imparting to certain quarters of Budapest a decidedly antic ar If he dis- 
hkes the town altogether, he will find the environs abounding 1n beautiful 
features In fact one has a choice of everything in Budapest 

The charms of this lovely city, the sanative virtue of her Mineral 
Springs, and the great facilities for travelling as offered by introduction of 
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the zone system on the Hungarian Railway Lmes are among the principle 
inducements held out to foreigners in visiting Budapest and Hungary 

Since the 1% of August 1889, the zone system came into operation 
on the Hungarian ra,lway lines For travelling purposes the country 1s now 
divided into 14 zones, and the fares are henceforth to be regulated by «zone- 
age» and not by simple kilometric distance Thug the fares from Budapest 
to all the places withm one zone are uniform in each class, although dif- 
ferent sets of fares are still maintained for fast andslow trains Three 
classes of carriages will be kept up as heretofore 

This new system, due to the bold imtiative of M Baross, Minister 
of trade, marks an epoch in the history of railway travellmg, and it 
ig inaugurated with a very large reduction of fares The following 1s a list 
of the new fares, first class express, from vanous places to Budapest (it 
being noted that the third-class fare is half of the first-class, and the fares 
for slow trains are 30 per cent less than for expresses) — From Vienna 
to Budapest, 9 fl 60, from Semlin 9 fl 60, from Fiume8 fl , from Lem- 
berg 2275 and from Cracow 24 25 

In consequence of the above Railway-system, the facilities for tra- 
velling through and within the boundaries of Hungarv, followed by numerous 
improvements of accomodation at first class hotels, are gradually and mate- 
rially assisting to develop this interesting country and its magnificent Ca- 
pital as a most attractive tourist resort 

There 1s no doubt, that the new Railway line to Constantinople through 
the Balkan Peninsula has not less contributed to the increase of trafic, 
and at this tame Budapest may be considered as the natural and geogra- 
phical Railway centre of East Europe, whence all the principal lines branch 
off m several directions to Vienna, Berlin, Fume, Ancona, Rome and Naples, 
on which splendidly furmshed trains are runnmg with dining and sleeping 
cars attached to them, to meet all requirements of travellers manifesting the 
zeal of the Hungarian State Railways 

East or homeward bound passengers passing through Hungary, should 
never omit to stop at Budapest, which is the first place fit for travellers 
commg from far Kast to break the long and most fatiguing journey, and 
have a couple of days rest 

Budapest 1s also a convemient centre for excursions in Hungary, a 
country abounding in scenery of the most beautiful character where many 
places will be visited with admiration as Szeged and Debreczen, (the 
Rome of the Calvinists) lymg just m the mnddle of the great Hungarian 
plam Alfold, where the pecularities of real Magyar country hfe may be 
contemplated on the very spot, then the magnificent highlands of Upper 
Hungary, the wild Carpathian Mountains with the very fashionable wate- 
ring place Tatra-Fured (Schmecks), the unique Ice Cavern at Dobsina an 
unrivaled natural phenomenon, and last foremost, the charmmg Hungarian 
watering places Balaton-Fured on the picturesque lake of Balaton, the ro- 
mantic Hercules-Springs in vicinity of the Iron Gates All these and many 
other places highly deserve the attention of tourists 

In order to assist travellers desirous to visit the principal points of 
the country, and {o meet the convenience ofthe many foreigners now coming 
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o Hungary, the well known Firm of Messrs Thos Cook & Son has estab- 
hshed Tourist Offices at Budapest (Dorottya-utceza 3) where tickets are 
being issued to all parts of the world, steamer-passages secured, and any 
other information given gratuitly to any inquirer 

We will now inform the reader on matters of everyday interest 
which solicit attention or excite curiosity when he enters the Capital of 
Hungary 
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THE RAILWAY TERMINI 


When arriving at Budapest either by one of the <Royal Hunganan 
State Railway Lines» or by Austro-Hungarian State Railway Line, we are 
pleasantly impressed by the spacious lofty and luxurious station buildings. 


THF TERMINUS OF THF ROYAL HUNGARIAN STATE RAILWAYS 


generally called the «Kozponti dohaz» (Central-Station) is a magnificent 
edifice advantageosly situated on a large open square between the Kere- 
pesi ut and Csomori ut 

Large and capacious as this station 1s, 1t does not suffice for the 
uncounted almost muraculous increase of public comunication caused 
by the troduction of the zone tamf, therefore the erection of a sister sta- 
tion in vicinity 1s planned so that one hall will serve for the arriving, the 
other for the departing trains 


THF TFRMINUS OF THF AUSTRO-HUNGARIAN STATE RAILWAYS 


This termmus 1s a splendid and quite original red brick building with 
a large central hall constructed of iron and glass This palatial edifice 1s 
situated on the part of the Nagy-Korut (large Circular Avenue) called Te- 
réz Korut 

Before the station is the terminus of the Electric Railway Line, Austro- 
Hungarian State Railway, and Ullo1 ut This Ime runs through the Nagy- 
Korut, one of the broadest and pleasantest thoroughfares of Budapest. 


THE TERMINUS OF THE SOUTHERN RAILWAY COMPANY * 


This termimus an old and plain building, 1s situated m Buda rather 
distant from the central part of town.

A PLEASANT TRIP DOWN THE DANUBE 


On a fair May day and in summer weather, the most pleasant way, 
for visitors coming from the west, journeying to Budapest is wid the 
Danube from Vienna The magnificent steamboats of the «Danube Steam- 
Navigation Company» are spacious, airy, and very comfortable The boat 
starts daily at 7 a m from Vienna, and makes the journey m about 10 
hours 

The fare 1s cheap, an excellent hot dinner is provided on board 
and the ever varying waterway on this trp, will give the traveller occasion 
of acquainting himself with some of the most picturesque , interesting and 
charming views of Hungarian Danube scenery On arriving, the general effect 
of the sight of Budapest as seen from shipboard, 1s grand and imposing 
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MEANS OF TRANSIT 


Leaving the station we find Ommibuses, Comfortables (Cabs) and 
fiakers (two-horse vehicles) ready to take us to the hotel The safest plan 
when in doubt about a fare at a railroad station, hétel, theatre, or other 
public place, fs to ask the hall-porter, attendant or policeman on duty, to 
inform you of the proper fare 

Tramways A very convenient and cheap form of transit 

Omnibuses These vehicles traverse the streets, north and south, 
east and west, central and otherwise from seven o'clock in the morning 
until 10 o’clock at might 

Steamboats on the River The accomodation provided in the river 
steamboats is sufficient for the want of the public, the steamboats them- 
selves are most elegant and comfortable Certainly the cheapest and most 
pleasant way of reaching the various places on the banks of the Danube 
During the summer months, steamboats run up the river to Uj-Pest and 
down to Teteny, starting from the piers every half hour from early morning 
until mght 

The bridges which cross the Danube within the municipal limits 
are the Suspension Bridge, the iron arched Margaret Bridge, and a lat- 
tice Bridge 

Communication from one bank of the Danube to the other 
1s carried on especially by small steam launches plying toand from a land- 
ing-pier in the neighbourhood 

A quite new and much favored way of public communication here 15 
the Electric Railway There are three lines 

The first of them opens on the Rudolf-rakpart next to the Academy 
of Science, the view from here 1s exceedingly fine, we see a veiy pictu- 
resque part of town situated on the rght bank of the Danube and the 
magnificent suspension budge Fiom this termmus the electric railway 
runs through the Szecheny: utcza, Nador utcza, passimg the Office for 
Agriculture and the Office of the Minister of Justice, gliding through the Gyapju 
uteza we see to the left the ruims of german theatre destroyed by fire in 
December 1889 Leaving the Gyapju utcza, the line crosses the Vacz1 korut 
and enters Podmaniczky utcza By this street we reach the Zoological 
garden This line terminates at the entrance ef the Varosliget. (Town-Park ) 
Fare 8 kr Children 5 kr 

The second lime starts from the Austro Hungarian Railway 
Station, and runs through the beautiful Korut (Circular Avenue) to the 
Ulloi ut, in its way crossmg the charming Andrassy ut and the Kerepes: 
ut, where we pass the Nepszinhaz (The popular theatre) Fare from the 
Station to the Kerepesi ut 5 kr Children 3 kr, from the Kerepesi ut to 
the Ulld: ut 5 kr children 3 kr, from the Station to the Ulli: ut 6 kr,

The third hme starts near the university, runs through the Kecske- 
méti uteza, crosses the Museum korut, enters Staczid-uteza and terminates 
in the Kobanya utcza.

cearce because with the English tailor-suits, French daubs, nick-nacks 
and novels, German politics etc, Hungary in general and her cookery in 
especial has, possibly as a compliment to visiting foreigners, become alto- 
gether international Almost every hotel, restaurant and club of any pre- 
tension, can boast of a French «maitre de cuisine» and assistant cooks of 
different nationality, so that an Englishman is sure to find as good roast 
or jolut as his heart desires, and have all his favorite dishes prepared to 
order and perfection, 1f deed he does not prefere to have a taste of the 
before mentioned national dishes,in honour of the good wine that is ser- 
ved to him 

Hungarian cookery 1s very rich in variety because the country fairly 
abounds of all sorts of meat, an abundance of game-included, of excellent 
fish, of which the <Fogas» caught solely in the Balaton lake, 1s the most 
delicious, splendid fruit and vegetables, and as to the art of pastry making 
and the preparation of all sorts of meal meats and sweet dishes, they are 
unrivalled even by the French 

As to what 1t were best todine upon will depend on individual taste

The Hungarian cannot do without the Coffeehouse We might say that 
to certain hours of the day nearly <tout Budapest» is to be found im the 
coffeehouse In the mormng bachelors, foreigners and people desirous of 
reading news-papers visit the café and breakfast there After dinner and 
specially on Sunday afternoons the space in the fashionable coffeehouses 
of town seems too limited for the accomodation of the crowd which be- 
siege them Those who on Sunday cannot afford a jaunt further a field, 
will be found this afternoon at the cafe, husbands and wives, maidens and 
lovers Ladies generaly sit together,eat ice cream and chat, or look at the

town situated on either side of 
the river, a citadel, built on a mass of rock descending im steep projecting 
crags to the mighty water rollmg below, will attract our attention The 
full upon which the citadel stands 1s the St Gellerthegy, and the water 
flowing below is the majestical Danube, which has so many peculiar and 
interesting attractions for the traveller. Its banks are connected with num- 
berless assouations both of history andromance Every ruin on its hills 1s

Various roads and paths lead up the hill, which with its ragged 
rocks breaking here and there through the verdant covering of turf, it» 
pure refreshing air, and the vineyards and villas on its south side, affords

a delightful aspect Having reached the summit, a magnificent panorama 
opens before us, the prospects in fair weather aie very extensive, the 
view not only embraces the entire city of Budapest, but dominates for 
a considerable distance the course of the Danube the whole forming a 
picture, which once seen, 15 not readily forgotten 

Retracing our steps from the summit of the St Gellerthegy, a quar- 
ter of an hours walk will bring us to the foot of the hill, and in face of 
the magnificent Rudasfurdu (Bruck-Bath) Its site was formerly occupied 
by an episcopal palace, but during the reign of Soliman II this edifice 
was removed by order of Mustapha Pasha, and a bathing house erected 
m its stead We highly recommend to visit this interesting bath 

As we have seen from the hill, the site of the town on the mght side of 
the river 1s anything but level The elevation varyimg from the level of the

Danube to 850 feet above the river Although some of the streets here 
are iregular winding and narrow, they are very picturesque Many buildings 
are old, some even antic To the right and Jett of the Suspension-Bridge 
are palatial edifices of quite recent erection, whereas the quarters of the 
town extending in both directions along the Danube and behind the for- 
tress are decidedly rural in character, beholding them we might fancy 
ourselves transported several centuries backward All these contrasts only

contribute to enlargen the charms of scenery here The District here up 
to the left of the tunnel has the name of Raezvaros, which also still bears 
its Turkish name Taban Here we find a perfect labyrinth of buildings, 
nearly all of ancient date, the most 1emarkable of them being the parish 
church, the Raczfurdo (Raitzen Bath), the fore mentioned Rudasfurdo and 
a good way lower down the Danube — the Sarosfurdo 

Leaving the Rudasfurdo we walk along the Embankment some 
way up tne tiver, towards the Suspension-Bridge , on the way we pass the 
most interesting part of the Corso on the mght bank of the Danube, the 
Castle Bazar The Bazar consists of several buildings connected with each 
other by arcades, from which gently ascending paths, adorned with a Inx- 
urious growth of plants lead up to the castle Opposite the Bazai, on 
the embankment we see a little tower called the water-tower, because it 
supplies the castle with water In front of thesame is a pretty cafe Kiosk 
from which we have only a few paces to reach the Suspension-Bridge 

This grand structure was built about 45 years ago by the famous 
English engineer William Tierney Clark From the centre of the bridge 
a good view of the principal buildings on both sides of the river may be 
obtained At night, when the embankment 1s lighted-up, the scene 1s very 
impressive 

In short distance from the bridge mses the Castle Hull (often con- 
founded with the afore mentioned St Gellérthegy, (St Gellért Hill) The slopes 
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of which are covered with ters of houses and villas, interspersed with 
gardens The south end of this eminence 1s occupied bv the stately Royal 
Castle, and the entire plateau 1s sourrounded by ancient walls and bas- 
tions A tunnel driven through the hill m a line with the axis of the 
Suspension-Bridge connects the 
District Krisztmavaros Iving in the 
valley behind the fortress with 
the District Vizivaros The tunnel, 
was opened for trafic 1855 A walk 
of 5 minutcs takes us through it

The tramway for O-Buda starts near the Buda end of the Suspen- 
sion-Bridge The wav there is certainly very interesting. Driving along the 
embankment, we pass one of the grandest imdustrial establishements not

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only of Budapest, but we might say of the world We mean the princi 
pal house containing the central works and the electric lighting section 
of the world famed firm Ganz & Co, mechanical engineers and mullfar- 
mshers The name of Abraham Ganz, the founder of tlus establishment, 
will remain ‘ndissolubly linked with the lustory of the development ot 
Hungarian industrv 
A Ganz opened his works on a very small and mo- 

dest scale He was born at Embach, nea: Zurich, came to 
Hungary in 1842, obtained employment as fo1eman-caster 
in the flourmill established by Count Stephen Szechenyi, 
which was m those days known as the Josef-Walznuhle 
and 1s now called the Pester Walzmuhl-Gesellschaft shortly 
after this (m 1844) he purchased a small 
house in Buda, where be fitted up a 
foundry on a modest scale, and it was 
some years before Gianz could place the 
first steam engine in his works Althongh 
the Factory made contmous progress, 
yet it had to contend with many diftucul- 
fies Hungarian industry was then in a very rudi- 
mentary condition and the market for the products 
of the factory very limited But Ganz never falte- 







red, Ins energy and industry overpowered all dif- . 
ficulties and he may be said to have laid the 

foundation stone of its prosperity when, im 1854, 4 
the manager of a railway gave lim the opportu- ¥ 


mty of experimenting in the casting of railway * 1 persed 
Wheels, which were already im use in America The Oe - 
experiment turned out a bulhant success, owme to 
the excellent quality of the hungarian 1aw mate- 
vial and, to lis employing all his technical ability 
in the preduction of a first-class aitzle This was 
the first manufacture of the Ganz factory of suf- 
ficient importance to enjoy European renown 
Since then cinll-casting, especially fo. wheels 
and crossings has been a speciality of the Ganz works, and it 1s still much 
en vogue for a great vanety of purposes 

Ganz was not merely fortunate and skilful in Ins business, his 
practical abilty was also simkingly shown in the excellent choice of assis- 
tants Four years later he met a practical partner in the person of Mr 
Andreas Mec hwart, a mechanical engmeer who became so_ thoroughly 
conversent with the work on hand, that later on he proved an able substi- 
tute for Mr Ganz himself 

After the death of A Ganz, m 1867, the works became the property 
of his brother and the busimess were carned on by Mess A Eichleiter, A 
Mechwart and U Keller, until 1869, when the limited Company, still known 
under the name of Ganz & Co, came to hands From that time until now 
business continues to prosperate under the guidance of Mr Andieas Mechwart

that they carry on the bussines in the spirit and the sure way ofits great

in also from foreign conniries, especially Styria, Serbia and Italy 

In proxmity of the Central-Works we see the most recent, but ra- 
pidly growing bianch of the firm, the Electric Lighting Section 
The system of division used by the company and known as the Ziper- 
nowsky-Den-Blathy system, having been adopted by some of the first firms 
of electrical engineers in the world, mcluding the Edison company im the 
United States of America and many of the Edison Companies of Europe 

‘Another large section of this firm worth visiting the Waggon Manu- 
facturing Stores, are situated on the Kobanya Street 
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Having passed the Electric Section of Ganz & Co we soon reach the 
northernmost bridge of Budapest, the Margaret Brigde which was 
opened for trafic in 1874 Its peculiar feature 1s that the two halves form 
an angle of 150 degrees at the middle pier This mode of construction 
was rendered necessary owing to the two arms of the river, formed by the 
«Margaret Island» above the bridge, not striking the piers m umform 
direction, so that the butresses had to be differently placed in the two 
branches of the stream 

Having passed the bridge, we notice on our left tne so called 
Rose Hill with a look-out over Budapest from the top which might 
delight the most contemplative eye On this hill is astrange lookmg bull- 
ding somewhat lihe a fortiess These red-brick walls conceal the tomb of 
Gul-Baba, the «Rose Father», a highly venerated Turkish saint The tomb 
was crected about 1545 by Mohammed Pasha of Buda It is to this day 
an object of pilgrimage for pious Mohantedans of the remote East Its 
preservation 1s owing to a special provision in the treaty of peace made 
m 1690, after the rule of the Turks in Buda was ended by victories of the 
Christians 

In a quarter of an hour from here we reach O-Buda, a suburb of 
a most tural character Quite near the halting place of the tramcar we find 
the biidge leading to the Dockyard Islands 
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The Dockyacds of the Danube Steam Navigation Comp 
The numerous workshops of this very extensive establishment, where no 
less than 220 of their steamboats have been constructed, are worth seeing, 
they occupy two islands of about thirty acres m extent The first and 
smaller of the two contains the greater part of the bruldings, namely near 
the southern end are the noisy boiler works, further on the machme shops, 
the machine forge and foundry, the carpenters’ shop, smiths’ shop ect to 
the right in the harbour we see stocks for building or repairmg vessels, 
the steam hammers, a rolling mull, gas works, a combinmg and spinning mill 
with very long rope walk, timber yaids, steam saws, placing machines, — 
all connected with one another by limes of railway The workmen employ- 
ed here in the various branches of labour number no less than 3000 
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AQUINCUM 
By Dr Valentine Kursinsky * 

One of the most mteresting 
places of Budapest from an 
archeological pomt of view are 
the remains of the Roman 
settlement of Aquincum, the 
capital of the old Roman pro- 
vince Pannoma Inferior

Aquincum had, at the time

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one of the maim cities of lower Pannonia, which province for more than 
hundred years withstood the Roman besieger, although the whole terntory 
between the Danube and the Save was already conquered by and brought 
unijer the Roman government Ihe time of the final surrender of Aquin-

tures if must have been in 
the first century of oul pre 
sent rechoning of tine 

The Roman legions in 
taking possession of the new 
territory found a_ thriving 
populace and city already 
hnown wader the name of 
Aquincum, a name which 
according to history 1s of 
purely Celtic omgin, the Cel- 
tic Janguige being spoken 
by this branch of the (ral- 
ics, wluch had settled into 
lower Pannoma long before 
the Romans came 

It was the fist care of 
the Romans to build a_for- 
tress, (castium) which had to 
serve the double purpose of 
lodging the legions and fortify 
the whole teuitory against 
the Sarmatic and Jazyy tribes 
on the opposite banh of the 
Danube 

Roman merchants, army - 
veterans and others settled 
around the fortress, buil- 
ding then houses (canabacs) 
m the vicinity of the same, 
and m this way raising a 
new and = peculiar seltle- 
ment, whercas the former 
Acquincum, no doubt stood

About the lustory of Aquincum but little is known with certamty It 
seems however that under the reign of Hadrianus, that 1s 30—40 years af- 
ter the siege, the new settlement and the forme: Aquincum had already be- 
come a Roman municipium under the common name of Acquincum Ro- 
man emperors from a strategical point of view highly appreciated the new 
stronghold, yet during the three hundred years of Roman dommion, the city 
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FRAGMENTS OF ROMAN WALLS AND HOUSES AT ACQUINCOM, 
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was only visited by the emperors in great emergencies The brightest and 
mos t glorious day of its whole flourishing time, was that, on which Va- 
lentinius was proclamed Kmperor in the streets of Aquincum, from that 
time up the decadence of the settlement 1s visible In order to pre- 
vent the waves of the great mgration of nations to break into Italy, the 
defendants of Aquincum were compelled to quit their strongholds and the 
populace bereft of thew protectors found themselves compelled to move 
away and desert the place After this came the Hunns then the Avars 
finally the Ugro-F'imns or Hungarians But it was only im the eleventh cen- 
tury, when a new settlement, the present O buda, was built, that the old 
long deserted and mostly decayed Aquincum was finally destroyed and the 
new comers used the components of the old buildings for the erection 
of new ones 

In 1878 Mr-Havas sectetary of state, secured from the Hungarian Parlia- 
ment the necessary meansio the excavations and since 1882 the city of Bu- 
dapest 13 furnishing the board of commission with the necessary funds 

We give in tle supplemented drawings a plan of a Roman bath 
which has been laid bare 

Aquincum may be reached m half an hours walk or ten munutes 
drive from the fore mentioned dockyard 

Very interesting and full descripuons concerning the results of the 
excavations here have been published by Professor Charles Torma 
One of the most mteresting objects here 1s the amplutheatre (Arena) 
designed for gladiatoral combats and wild beast fights (venatio) This 
Amphitheatre was very spacious, it occupied an area of nearly six thou- 
sand yaids Among other teresting objects we observe here are the 
taverns (Cauponae) the large bath Uaconicum) the small bath (balneum) 
with tb2 pharisterum an open hall used for a kind of game at 
balls We also perceive fiagments of Roman walls and houses, the Ime 
of Roman streets and the Roman milestone, remains of the aqueduct which 
conveyed the termal water from the sprmgs to the Roman town etc The 
Visitor may view in the Museum close by» statues, pavement, altars, and 
domestic utensils etc which have been excavated here 


Professor Charles Torma and Professor Valentine Nuzsinszhy supe- 
rintended the work of excavation The excavations of Ac quineum in_ their 
present condition form one of the most 1emarhable and interesting spe- 
aualities of the Hungarian Metropolis

The Korut o1 Cucula: Road 1s a splendid broad thoroughfare The first 
par of this street m vicimiy of the Custom House has the name of Vam- 
dz-korut (Custom-House-Road) and reaches fiom thc Custom-House to 
the Calvintr (Calvin-Squate), an elegant large Square commanding a fine 
view The church we see here 1s the Calvin Church A handsome fountain 
erected in the centre embellishes this place 
The continuation of the Korut fiom the Calvin Place has the name 
of Muzeum-korut (Museum-Road) 
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THE NATIONAL~MUZEUM 
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The Muzeum-Koi ut — Museum Cercula-Road 41 


The first bulding of importance we find here 1s the National Museum 
It is abounding m interest, and no stranger should leave Budapest without 
visiting the same Since the restauration of the constitution the Hungarian 
House of Lords (the Table of Magnats) meets in one of the halls of this 
Museum 

Leaving the Museum garden by the northern gate we find ourselves 
in the Saéndor-uteza m face of the House of Commons A worthy assembly 
place for the representatives of the Hungarian people, a magnificent House 
of Parhament in Gothic style facing the Danube 1s now being built midway 
between the Margaret and the Suspension Bridge ‘The parliamentary 
session ordimarly lasts from autumn to the beginning of summer The 
House meets at 10 o’cloch a m and sits till about 2 p m_ Persons 
obtain access to the Strangers’ Gallery 

Round about the Museum are the headquarters of wealth and aristocracy 
In tear of the Museum we find noteworthy private buildings as Palais 
Karolyi, Palais Festetics, the National Ridings hool etc Returning to the 
Korut and continuing our way northward, we reach an edifice built in 
the Venetian style, this is the Polytechnic School A few paces further 
the Korut 1s intersected by the Kerepesi-ut im the east and by the Hatvani- 
utcza in the west Here the Muscum-korut terminates and the Kéroly-korut 
Charles Ring) commences The large five stored house, the last on the right 
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side of the Muzeum kérut 1s property of the Hungarian National-theatre. 
The first floor of this splendid building 1s occupied by the apartments of 
the «Gentry Club» In the second floor are the club rooms of the «Jour- 
nalists’ and Authors’ Club» Membership 1s limited to individuals known 
fo. their literary or scientifie attainments, artist. of eminence, or gentle- 
men distinguished as pations of literature science and art 

The ground floor contams the diming-rooms of Szikszay’s Restaurant 

Continuing the way up the Karoly Korut, we perceive at the very com- 
mencement of Dohany-utcza (Tobacco Street), the first street branching 
off m dn easterly duection, a handsome red brick building in the Moresque 
style This 1s the prmcipal synagogue of the jewish community of Budapest 
A visit to it on a Fiiday evening, during service, 18 to be recommended, 
not only on account of the beautiful interior, but also for the sake of 
hearmg the eacellent choir and organ accompamment An other very hand- 
some but smalle: synagogue may be seen in the neighbourmg Rombach- 
utcza The only public edifice of interest on the Karoly-korut 1s a building 
which mits early days was built byCharles V1 destinated as a Military Hospital, 
it has since been used as barracks and named after its builder the « Charles 
barracks» Further on 1s the Protestant Church, ‘Ihe place facmy us here 1s 
the Deak Ferencz-te: Here the Kéroly-korut termmates, and the Vacai- 
korut begms Contmumg our way along this boulevard we soon reach the 
«Basilica» the mest famous ecclesiastical edifice of Budapest, worthy of 
the splendid ctv which wo adoms This buldme was o1ginaly plamed after 
designs by architect Mr Hild Tt was imtended to surmount the church 
with a dome similar to that of the famous cathedial of Gran In 1868, 
the copula gave wav and fell in, ether in consequence of faultly construc- 
tion or owimg to the employment of defective matenals Fortunately no 
further damage was done In consequence hereof the late arclitect N  Ybl 
assumed the supermtendence of the buding operations and modified the 
origmal plan of building Continuing our walk up the Vaczt horut we pass 
No 34 an elegant buldmg m which ae the Hungana Pimting Office, the 
offices of the «Neues Pester Journal» and of the «Politisches Volksblatt» 

No #5 on the nght side of the road 1s the Grand Lodge of the fiee- 
masons Towards the end of the Korut the Gyapju-utcza branches off to 
the left, at the commencement of this street stand the ruins of the Ger- 
man Theatre destroyed by fire nn, 1889 and being 1ebuilt now Continuing 
our way northward, we soon reach the poimt where the Vaczi-korut c1osses 
the Nagy korut (Large Circular Avenue) 

This Avenue with its rows of palatial mansions now one of the 
most magnificent thoroughfares of Budapest, 1s we mnght say but the 
work of yesterday, and shows how fast building progresses here enlarging 
the area of this town and metamorphosing it to an entirely new city. 

Straight to the north the outer Wai5tzner Boulevard leads to Uj- 
Pest (New-Pest) This long strect 1s one of the busiest of Budapest high- 
ways hemmed-in on either hand by mulls and lofty warehouses A railroad 
passes close by these factomes facilitatmg the loadmg and unloading of 
goods for and from the great railways, and the shipping mm the river

If before reaching the forementioned bridge we turn down the Naé- 
dor-utcza, which leads us pist mills, factories and similar buildings to- 
wards the inne: town, we walk through an enurcly new part of the town- 
district called «Lipotvaros» where palaces are 1ising mm the place of vast timber 
yards and old tumble down houses almost hke so many mushrooms so 
to speah over night Streets lihe the Alhotmany-utcza, Maiko utcza, Sdlyom- 
utcza formerly obscure dingy unnoticed by-streets, would in their present 
condition even in the gieatest western capitals be considered as adornments 
of the town 
Yet the mtentions conceining this part of the city will only then be 
a when the crowning glory of monumental architecture the new

buildmg of the <Journalists’ Pension Fund» in tls neighbourhood stands

lence and darkness there give way to bustle and hght It 1s then that we 
can examime these wonderful machines and see that the monsters are fed 
with a continous web of paper at one end, and that they discharge copies 
of the newspaper printed and folded and ready for sale, at the other end. 

All our daily newspapers are printed by rotary machines, and the 
curious in such matteis may see the work of printmg the early edition 
by making application to the publisher 
Having passed the rows of houses 
of Nador street we find this tho-

Ne:uda’s non Warehouse Turning to the noth we find ourselves in the 
Koronaherczeg-utc za With exception of the General Post) and Central 
Telegraph Offices, there ae no public buildmgs in tins stieet Keeping 
northward we pass the Szervita-fer (Servites place) and reach the Becsi- 
ulcza, a small street leading mto the Deak Ferencz-utcza Having reached 
Deak street we walk down to the west end of this stieet and find oursel- 
ves again before the Fovarosi vigadé (Ihe Metropolitan Town-Hall)

Persuing the magnificent boulevaid, called Corso up the river, we 
pass one of the busiest paits of town Atuong the palatial edifices fronting 
the river we see the Thonet-udvar Higher up 1s the Stockh and Produce 
Exchange The busiest time «on Change» 1s from 12 to 1 durmg which 
time may be seen there the representatives of the great banking and trade 
firms of Budapest 
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Passing the Exchange and keeping to the north we soon reach the 
commencement of the corso Here to the right we see the statue of Baron 
Joseph Estvds by Huszér Baron Edtvos was a great statesman and poet We 
now enter the Ferencz-Jézsef-ter which by teason of its situation and the 
noble edifices surrounding it, 1s one of the finest places of the Metropolic. 
The building to the north 1s the Academy founded to promote scientific 
and literary research 

It has a valuable library which comprises nearly 100000 volumes 
In the same house is the famous Esterhazy Picture-gallery (see «Art Gal- 
lees») Before the Academy stands the statue of Count Stephen Széchenyu. 
In the centre of this place facing the Suspension Bridge 1s a little Square 
denoting the place where the Coronation Hill was The equestrian statue of 
the Empror King Francis-Joseph 1s to be erected here 

Of the imposing frontage of the houses on the east side we see two 
buildings of importance the head-quarters of the metropolitan police and 
the Palais of the Gresham Insurance Company The edifice to the south 1s 
the Lloyd’s Building, property of the first commercial society of Budapest 
Jn this house are also the offices of the «Lloyd» newspaper In front 
of this 1s the statue of Francis Dedk 

Leaving the Ferencz-Jézsef-ter by the Furdé-uteza and walking to- 
wards the east end of this street, we pass the forementioned Jézse f-tér 
and the Erzsebet-ter Ehsabeth-Square a beautiful park, which, owing to its

A MAGNIFICENT STREET 
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ANDRASSY STREET? 


This strect commemorating the name of Count Gyuli Andiassy, has 
a length of 2313 Meters and runs im a Straight lime fiom the Vac azi-korut 
into the Varoshget (Town Park) crossing the large horut (Circular Avenue) 
Thus magnificent stree! may be looked upon as the most noteworthy 
fealure of the town, and as its most imposing public thoroughfare Ihe palatial 
buildings in this street are mostly residences of the nobility and wealthy 
gentry The first part of Andrdssy-Street reaches from the Vac zi-horut to the 
Octogon On our way to the Octogon we pass the Royal Opera Lhe second 
part reaches from the Octogon to the Rondeau In this part of Andrassy- 
Street are the buildmgs of the Academy of music, the National School of 
Design, and the Palace of Arts, the same side mgher up are the Offices of the 
«Hungarian State Railways» The third part of Andrdassy-Stieet 
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leadmg from the Rondeau to the Varosliget consists of charming houses 
built in the villa style and surrounded by beautiful gardens 

On after-noons of a fine day we may meet in Andrassy-Street all the 
beauty and elegance of the city, it 1s a fashionable lounging place for the 
«swells» of the town and their admirers At the end of Andrassy-Street

the place whee the well 1. sunk The citizens in general do not appie- 
ciate this arclitectonical adornment, and malicious people for reason of the 
large pole emerging irom ils centie call it «the tooth-pich » 

This well took upwards of nie years to sink, and is reputed to be 
the deepest Artesian well in the world The mmeral water issues from it 
at a temperature approachmg boiling-pomt Pipes convey the mineral wa- 
ter fiom this well to the not far distant Artesian Bath on the Palatine Is- 
Jand m Town-Park Near this well 1s the meadow wherein from the tenth to 
the fourteenth century the Hungarian Parliament met and deliberated un- 
der the canopy of heaven , 

If leaving the Artesian Well we take the path to the left (north) 
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we may in a few minutes walk reach the Zoological gardens A promenade 
m its pleasant avenues enlivened by the sights and sounds of a large va- 
riety of the animal world can well be commended It 1s especially in the 
summer months one of the pleasantest places for recreation and study for 
young and old It affords great amusement to look at the mdiculous antics 
of the monkey community in their cage, and gaze at the securely caged 
malevolant beasts of the jungle, the prairie and the steppe- as lions, tigers, 
leopards, jaguars, wolves’ hyenas etc and to watch al the antics of clumsy 
Master Bruin from the top of his pit 

Next to the animal treasures we often have occasion to witness most 
mteresting ethnograplucal and anthropological exhibitions here 

On summer afternoons a military-band discourses near the refresh- 
ment pavilion On the giounds of the Zoological Gardens a splendid «Cir- 
cus» has recently been erected, performances fiom early May till October 
every evening from half past seven tu nine o'clock 

Leaving the Zoological-Gardens and contnumg ow way to the left 
(in a noith western direction) we reach a somewhat democratic part of 
Town-Park, mostly frequented by the lowe: classes of society There one 


may see troops of sturdy, good natured wondering folk — men and wo- 
men, nurserymaids and cluldien — who come thither not to see cach 


other, but to fmd recreation equally suitable to their tastes and their 
means There they stand and gaze raptmously on the showmans exhibits 
Here we may see all the personages of the fan in grand array, as the gi- 
antess and the bearded lady, the three headed sheep, 1titable dwarfs crammed 
into mmne mansions three feet high and ringmg handbells out of their 
first-floor windows, then again we see weight-lifters, ambidextrous jugglers, si- 
newy aciobats, and performances of Punch and Judy here called the 
«Paprika Jancsi » 

But the most frequented entertamments in the greens of Town-Park 
are the shooting-galleries and the merry-go-rounds, which latter 1ival the 
roughest of sea passages in the promotion of nausea, and last foremost

There 13 a choice of ways for returning from the Varoshget We 
might return by the Kirdly-utcza (King-Street), but im this street there 1s 
little to engage the wayfarers interest Many most respectable middle class 
families live here and im all the streets adjacent If we return by way of 
the Rottenbiller-uteza, we pass the Kozpontrtejcsarnok (The 
Budapest Dairy Supply Company ) This grand establishment showing 
us a complete working dairy, and all specimens of dairy apphances as 
separators, refrigators eic is worth visitmg The main feature of this 
splendid estabhshement 1s 1ts witness of the enormous quantity of milk 
coming by ralway The regiment of cans we see here, hint the great 
industry that ¢xists between the dappled meads in far off farms, and 
the breakfast tables of the metropolis through the railways <A wit once 
named this establishement «the wet-nurse of Budapest» Ina 
sort of coffee room adjacent, visiiors find occasion of tasting the excellent 
cream, milk and other produce of this company In the same Street not 
far from the Dany Supply Company is the vetermary college 

Leaving the Varosliget at the east end (next to the Summer Theatre) 
we pass the termmus of the Royal Mungarian State Railways, called the 
Central-Railway-Station Beyond ithe railway station the Kubanya line of thie 
tramway passes the cemetery, mteresting on account of its beautiful tombs 
and monuments Within tluis cemetery we find the gravesof many 
of those whose fame is wriiten im the pages of Hungary’s 
own eventful history Here lie buried the remains of Count Louis Bat- 
thyany, Franeis Deak, and others of more or less fame Opposite to the 
great cemetery boardermg on the egiession of the Kerepesi-ut, but with 
the front entrance facing the neighbourng Uj-Vasar-ter, are the great 
Budapest-Gas-W orks 

We now propose ieturning fo town by way of the Kerepesi-ut 
This street has a busmess aspect and belongs to trade The first public 
building we find on our way,1s the old St Roche’s Hospital There has 
been a talk some time past of, taking down thus building A short distance 
from here 1s the Nepszinhaz (The Peoples Theatre) and at the beginning 
of this street we see the National Theatre 

An other of the mam thoroughfares of Budapest 1s the Ulloi-ut 
The tramway also runs through this street The remarkable public buil- 
dings in tlus street are the vast Ulluibarracks Opposite to the barracks 
we see the large distillery of the Gschwindt Company Thuis establish- 
ment is splendidly equipped with all latest appliances for turning out, the 
best qualities of alcohol, spirits of wine ete The excellent produces of 
this distillery as French and Hungarian brandy, and other strong liquors have 
been distinguished by prize medals at every leading Exhibition, The bath 
known as Gschwindt Bath 1s in the same building 

Other important buildings m this street are the Mumicipal Orphan 
House for boys called the «Josephinum» Alike interesting for physicians 
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and philanthropists 1s the Stefamia-Hospital for children On our way to- 
wards the end of this street, we reach the Botameal Gardens 

Near the gardens we see the Ludoviceum, or Royal Hungarian Mi- 
htary Academy Behind this 1s a public park called the Orezy Garden The 
large group of buildings at the end of the Ull6i-ut is the new Metropoli- 
tan Hospital Retracing our steps to the beginning of the Ull6i-ut, we find 
ai the pomt where it is crossed by the Osz uteza, a row of handsome 
buildings extending some distance down the last-named street They are 
the different <Climques» of the Umiversity of Budapest Opposite 1s the 
buildmg of the National Agricultural Society, contaiming imteresting collec- 
tions of the natural producis of Hungary

All Budapest clubs are very hospitable, and receive visitors im- 
troduced by members with amiability and fraternal kindness

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CARNIVAL AT BUDAPESIL 


Carnival, the season of general 
mirth, revelry, masquerading and dan- 
cing, commences with January 1-s! 
and ends with the day of sack and 
cloth Ashen Wednesday As im all 
othe: Catholic countries merry Prince 
Carnival is the principal match ma- 
ker, ball, mummery, flirtation, luxury 
and gaity distributor, equally welcome 
to the rural beauty m short frock, 
hbiaided bodice and apron, with strea- 
ming ribbons plaited into long blond 
or dark tressers, as to the high born 
beaute in gauze and silk reclining in 
the velvet cushions of the magnificent 
brougham that brings her to the state 
ball 

From the low tavern where the p 
people are dancing to the tune of the 
Gipsies fiddle, upwards to the court 
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royal where the high aiistocracy is bowing to the presence of Their Majes- 
ties, all is bustle and merriment fiddling and dancing 

There are the gorgeous mask costume and charity balls mm the Met- 
ropolitan Assembly Hall, the refined elite balls in the VI & VII district 
club appartments, balls in the clubrooms of the Jozsefvaros and all other 
dstricts of town The most fashionable balls of Carnival are the Kereskedelm1 
(Merchants), ball, the Noi egylet (Ladies Benevolent Society), the Orvosok 
(Phisicians) ball, the Jurists (Lawyeis) ball and so forth 

The list of guests at these balls includes the c1eam of soriety and 
those famous in all bianches of the professiona', artistic and political world 

Besides the balls and subscmption dances above mentioned, many 
less elegant, but by no means less fiequented masquerades and dancing 
entertainments are held at the <Pheasant> in Buda 

From ime to time, the ligh aristocracy opens her saloons to the 
world of rank wealth and science, to wiiters and politicians, bankers and 
play actors, with very few exceptions minus then ladies 

Then last foremost there are the craved for entertainments in the 
royal palace, the state balls, here so called «Gourthball« and the 
«Ball at Gourt>There ts a distinct difference between these two see- 
mingly similar expiessions 

lo the Courtball all members of the lugber class of society may 
be invited The Bal! at Court is an exclutively gathermg of the aristo- 
cracy, high ecclesiastical, public-and military digmtaties 

When the state balls ave given at the «Royal Castle» all the 
rooms are thrown open, and in certain of them iefreshments are served 

The most balls and subscription dances are given at the Metropolitan 
Assembly Hall and at the rooms of the VI & VII district club, both capi- 
tal places for the sort of thing with good floors, ample space, and sur- 
roundings of comfort and piettmess 
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ART GALLERIES 


Though Budapest belongs in many regards already to the East, the 
Hungarian are fully aware that the importance and weight of their country 
depends upon the western character of her civilization The foreigner feels 
at Budapest, that he 1s still m Europe, when he sees how art and science 
are cultivated 

The mauguration of the Budapest Art Season takes place with the 
opening of the great annual art exbihition at the Palace of Aits 48 Andrassy 
Street, that 1s on the 25th of November and lasts to the 15 of January 
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THF PALACI OF AR1S (MUCSARNOK) 


The Palace of Arts is erected on Andrassy-Street in 1879 
by the society of Hungarian Artists It holds two exlubitions, one in the 
spring and one in the winter 

The opening of the Exhibition often m presence of the Emperor king, 
always of the members of government, 1s an important event for the society 
of Budapest We see in the palace principally the works of Hunganan 
painters and sculptors, and specimens of modern German, French and 
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Itahan occasionally Spanish art. English pictures have never been exhibited 
at Budapest. Admission 50 kr. from 9 a m to 8 p. m, and by electric 
hght from 5 to 9 p m 

The picture galleries of Budapest open throughout the whole year are 
the gallery of ancient pictures in the palace of the Hungarian Academy, 
the gallery of modern paintings, principally Hunganan in the National-Mu- 
seum, and the histoncal portrait Gallery at the Buda Castle-Bazar 


PALACE OF THE HUNGARIAN ACADEMY OF SCIENC(FS AND THF NATIONAL GALLERY 


The Palace of the Academy of Sciences was built 1863 by the Hun- 
garian Academy, a private society founded at the beginning of the present 
century by Count Stephen Széchény: Its object 1s the promotion 6f science 
m Hungarian language The ground floor of the palace is occupied by a 
rich public brary On the first floor there are meeting rooms The great hall 1s 
decorated with fine wallpaintings excecuted by Charles Jotz the most eminent 
hving Hungarian fresco painter, historical scenes of the reigns of King 
Stephen the Saint, King Koloman, and King Louis J of Anjou An adjacent 
room contains the portraits ofthe presidents and secretaries of the Academy 
and of the chairmen of the sections The small hall, where the mensual 
sittmgs of the sections are held, 1s 
decorated by fine landscapes by 
Antony Tageth 

The second and third floor 1s 
occupied by the National Gallery 
belonging to the state, and formed 
out of the hequests of Archbishop 
Pyrker, Bishop Jpolvi and the col- 
lection bought by the Hunganan 
Government min 1870 from prince 
ksterhazy The Gallery is hung in 
strictly historical order The first 
100m contam, the central and 
noillutahan paimtings fiom the XIII 
up to the beginning of the XVI 
century The most important pic- 
tures are Duccio of Siena St 
John preaching Giotto head of 
a woman, fragment of a fresco 
panmtmg, Madonnas hy Pintu- 
riechio, Fianceseo Fran- 
cia, Bernardino de Conf, 
Bazzai, Corregio Adoration of 
the Magiby Ridolfo Ghirlan- 
dajo, Pieta by Ambrogio da 
Fossano In the second room 
we see on two screens a Madonna 
and a portrait by Raphael On 
THE PALACE OF ARTS 48, aNDRAssyY sTREET the walls are hung the Venetian 
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THE STUDIO OF PROFESSOR JULIUS BENCZUR 
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ictures of the XV und XVI century, Madonnas by Carlo Crivelli, 
incenzo Catena, Moreto da Brescia, Portraits by Palma 
Vecchio, Lorenzo, Lotto, Pordenone, Paolo Veronese 
Jacopo Bassano The third room contains the Netherland and German 
masters up to the begmnmg of the XVI century, with fine pictures by 
Lucas Cranach, a splendid portrait by Durer, and a most exquisite 
crucifixion by Hans Memling 
In the fourth room are exhibited the Italian pamtings of the XVI 
century, where we see a fneGiulio Romano Diana and Endymion, and 
one of Angelo Bionzino’s most fimshed pages, an adoration of the 
shepherds The fifth hall contams pictures painted in Hungary m the XV— 
XV1 centuries 
In the sixth and seventh rooms we find the Amste:dam group of the 
Dutch painters Fine landscapes by Aart van de: Nee1, Wynants, 
Everdingen, two pictures by Rembiandt, van Rhyn, good por- 
traits by lus scholars Bol, Maas, and by the elder portrait pamters de 
Keyzer and Nicholas Elias One side of the VIII 100m 13 filled 
with the pictures of artists of the Hague, van Beyeien, Verelst, 
Netsehe, the other side andthe IX room are occupied by the artists of 
Haalem Salamon and Jacob Ruysdael, Frans Hals father and 
son, Heda, Ber ghen, Ostade etc In the X 100m me erlubited the 
works ofthe Delft and Leyden artists, the most remarhable are a_port- 
rail by Ver mee: van Delft and one of the most mastertal pictues of 
Jan Steen 
The X}J 190m = (entrance hall) contams the pictures of Netherland 
artists of the XVIJ-th century with the splendid portraits of Phihp Tl of 
Spam and his biide Mary Queen of England (the bloody) by Antonio

Half of the XII and the XUIL 100m contain the artists of smaller 
Dutch cities such as Utrecht, Dort, Alkmaa, with beautiful landscapes by 
Albert Guvp, a fine portiat by Moreelse The other half of the 
X¥-th and XlV-th room are filled with German paintings of the XVII-th and 
XVIV-th century Here wesee two fine English pictures so rare m continental 
galleries a portrait by Sr Joshua Reynolds and a skelch bv George 
Morland 
In the halls of the thnd floo. we see the at ofthe Roman Catholiwe coun- 
tries of Emiope in the XVII and XVII centuries In the XV and XVI-th 
room are placed the pictures of the Italian eclec tics and the works of Neapo- 
litan painters The XVII-th contains the smaller Flemish pictures where a fine 
David Tenie1s and a splendid Gonzales Cox deserve our attention 
The XVIf-th hall 1s filled with the works of Venetian pamters of the se- 
venteenth century and pictures by the «natualistio followers of Miche I- 
angelo da Caravaggio In the XIX 100m we meet with the Itahan and 
French art of the eighteenth century, a splendid picture of Tiepolo, St 
Fernando on hoiseback, and a pretty head of a girl by Greuze In the 
XX-th room m the midst of the French pictures of the XVII century we 
find a splendid Claude Loirain The XXI hall contains Flemish pictu- 
res a splendid portrait Van Dyck and an interesting Trimty by the same 
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artist, Mutius Scaevola and the last Judgment by Rubens and pictures by 
Jordaens, Snyders, Fyt ect The XXII hall, perhaps the most imte- 
resting part of the Gallery, 1s appropnated to the spanish pictures, which 
form certamly the mchest collection of such pamtmgs out of Spam The

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GALIEFRY OF THE NATIONAT -MWUSEUM 


The modern picture gallery is one of the seven departments of the 
Hungarian National-Museum The publ days of the gallery on which ad- 
mittance 15 free, are Wednesday and Saturday from9—1 On private days 
admittance fee 50 kr fiom 10—1 We see here the pictures of the Hun- 
gatian masters among whom we call the attention of the visitor espe- 
aially to the pamtings of Michel Munkacsv celebrated artist al Pars, Mi- 
chel Zichv, pamter to the Russian Czar, Wagner and Litzenmayer direc tors 
of the Munich Academy, Benc zur chrector of the masterschool at Budapest, 
Horovitz the renowned portiaitpainter, Than, Szekely, Lotz, Marko, Ligeti, 
Meszoly, Madarasz, Feszty, who all enjoy great 1eputation among the ar- 
list and amateurs The frescoes at the entrance hall of the Museum are 
the works of Lotz and Than 

The history of Hungary fiom the occupation by Arpad m_ the 
X-th century 1s represented m a suecesion of compositions up to 1848 
We see m the last picture, to the might of the doo, the portraits of 
Deak Count Batthyany, Gount Szechenyi, Kossuth and Petofy 

Ainong the foreign modern pictures the most important one 1s Nero 
observing Romes destruction by fire by Puiloti, sketches of Matejko and 
Makait, the «<Ondme» of Lefebie, a norvegian fiord by Normen, the gal- 
ley slaves by Rotta, and specimens of German, Austnan, Belgian and 
Fiench contemporary pamters are worth to be seen and remembered 

The historical] portrait-galleiy at the Castle Bazar at 
Buda contams no pictures of great arlistical value The portraits serve exclu- 
sively for the illustration of the lustory of Hungary especially of the last 
two centuries 


Tint ARTIST STUDIOS 


The artists receive visitors at their studios There are many artist- 
locahties situated round about the Villa-Quarter of Andrassy-Sueet Of 
these we may specially recommend «<The Master-Schol of Pain- 
ting» containing the studio of the emment artist Professor Julius 
Benczur whose name is famous far over the boundanes of Hungary; 
on the same grounds Bajza-uteza are the localities of «<The School 
Sculpture» containing the studio of therenowned Professor Aloys

NATIONAL-MUSEUM 


The most important eiilisatory institution at Budapest is the Hun- 
garian National-Museum, founded in 1802 hy Count Francis Szecheny, 
who presented lis choice collection of Hungarian coms and lis hungarian 
library to the Munganan nation His example was followed by several 
members of the aristocracy, who sent the ancient histoiical treasures of 
their castles to the new Museum ‘The taxftee gentry at the Diet of 1826 
taxed self to the amount of 120000 fiorms for the acquisition of the ce- 
lebrated collection of Mr Nicolas Jankovich, and of 500,000 florins for the 
building of the Muscum The palace, one of the conspicous buildings of 
Budapest erected by the architect Pollak was ftushed in 1849, but in the 
course of fourty years proves alieady insufficient for the purpose for 
whih it has been founded Anew building will in a few years beco- 
me indispensable Already now all the art monuments which have no 
relation to Hungary, have been transferred to the Museum of decorative 
art, for the time lodged m the above mentioned Palace of Arts A new 
palatial building is nat to will be erected for them 

The National-Museum has seven different departments, one for the an- 
tiquities and medals The great library, the three departments of natural history 
viz the Fauna the Flora and the munerals, the ethnologw al department 
and the gallery of Hungarian and modern pictures, to each cf these de- 
partments a special library 1s attached, and will always be most liberally 
opened to visitors 

The colletion of antiquities contains exclusively such as were found 
m Hungary or were worked abroad for Hungarians The implements of 
the stone period belong all to the neolithic epoch, and resemble  ex- 
actly to the stone implements of European countries Next to the 
stone age we find m Hungary an age of copper which finds its analogy 
only in the island of Cyprus, and to some extent in Ireland 

Among the bronze implements there are many forms and motives of 
ornamentation peculiar to Hungary, for mstance great spiral brooches and 
the spiral ornaments of the hatchets and battle axes The prehistoric collec- 
tion is one of the richest m Europe especially as regards the iron age and 
the late Celtic period, as it contains the most important gold treasures 
of Fokoru, Somogyom, St Anna and others more

At the time when the Romans under emperor Augustus occupied 
Pannonia, that 1s to say all the country to the right of the Danube, Ga- 
latians were established here which had about the same civilization as the 
kindred Gauls in France an the Britons in England at the time of Cesar 

Several tribes of these Galatians of Hungaly, overran all the Balkan- 
peninsula, Greece, and Asia minor after the death of Alexander the greut, 
but were at last defeated by Attaus and constrained to settle m Asia, 
where the Apostle Paul addressed them by huis letter 

In Hungary they had founded several towns, among whom Acquin- 
cum in the immediate neighbourhood of Buda was one of the most 1m- 
portant The Romans kept here a legion in garrison, built houses, baths, 
temples and an Amphitheatre, the relics of which are worth to be visi- 
ted, so much the more as they are of easy access by tramway and 
railway (page 34) 

In the National-Museum we see many works of Roman art, a splen- 
did silver Tripos, important specimens of Vamuian ware, rings and _ scvep- 
ters of ambe1, flutes from the tomb of a musician, stibium and red paint 
(rouge) from the tomb of a lady, many glass bowls and vases mostly 
from the cemeteries of Acquincum (O-Buda, Altofen), Bregetio (O-Szony, 
near Komarom) and Sabaria (Szombathely), for the Romans put everything 
which came into contact with the dead body into the tomb, that no living 
should be defiled by the dead 

‘Lhe most important part of the Antiquity department 1s formed by 
the treasures of the different peoples migration from the IV-th to the 
XIl-th century of our era There we see the great goldfind of Szilagy-Somld 
belonging to the Visigoths the earrings, needles, belts, brooches, armrings, 
weapons and tools of the Ostrogoths from the cemeteries of Keszthely, the 
goldoinaments of Gepidian Chieftams and their wives of Bakod, Kun-Agota 
and Puszta Téth, andthe by far poorer silver treasures fromthe tombs of 
pagan Hungarian chiefs All these were always buried wih their horse often 
with the dog 

The armoury 1s small but chowe, it shows the historv of th- mace, 
axe, sword, sabre, musket, slirrups, speai and horsegear We call the at- 
tention especially to the three carved ivory saddles of the XV-th cen- 
tury, to the sabe of kmg John Sobieski of Poland, to the sword presen- 
tedby the city of London to Admural Sir Richard Strahan for the victory 
of St Vincent and to the sabre given by the Sultan to General Kmethy 
for the heroic defenee of Kars 

In the treasury chamber the enamels of the c1own of the byzan- 
tme Empero: Constantin Monomachos, dug up at Ivanka, the  sepul- 
cral crown, of hing Bela Il] and his queen Anne of Antiochia, from 
the 1oyal ciypt at Alba Regalis (Szekesfehervar, Stuhlweissenburg), and 
the crown of St Margaret from the tomb of the Sait among the churchruins 
on the Margaret island are uniqueintheir way, the Transylvaman enameled 
chasing girdles and belts and the splendid brooches, works of German, 
Hungarian and Itahan goldsmiths of the XVI-th and XVIl-th century mval 
with the finest jewels of the Vienna, and Mumick treasure chambers and 
of the Grune Gewdlbe of Dresde 
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In the room of sentimental relics, we find the harp of Mane Antoi- 
nette of France, relics of Count Széchenyi, Count Batthyany, of Archduke 
Stephen, of Maximilian Emperor of Mexico and of Francis Liszt. 

The mineralogical department is next to the London and Vienna col- 
lection one of the richest in Europe especially as regards goldcnstals, found 
m Hungary, and Meteorites In the ethnological department the Ural- 
altaian tribes of Siberia and the Battaks of Borneo are better rep- 
resented than in any other Museum In the hbrary which contains 
principally a nearly complete collection of Hungarian literature from the 
earliest times to our days and of works in_ foreign languages about Hun- 
gary Some ten manuscripts which belonged to the celebrated hbrary of

king Mathias Corvinus (1448—1490) at Buda are of capital importance for 
bibliophiles Four of them were presented by the Sultan to his Majesty 
Francis Joseph, at the time of his sisit to the opening of the Suezcanal An 
other is illuminated by Attavante 

Next in importance to the National-Museum 1s the Museum of decora- 
tive Art, founded in 1873 The National-Museum deposited here all its 
keramic works and all those specimens of art, which had no connexion 
with Hungary The aims of the collection 1s to become a school of art in- 
dustry, and has indeed worked most favourably in raising the level of the 
artistic style of our industry 

The Commercial-Museum (see page 54) is a permanent exhibition of 
Hungarian industry, for the purpose of aqainting the visitor not only with 
all articles produced m Hungary buth alsowith thei prices 
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The minister of commerce has mitiated this mstitution, which 1s 
conducted by government-offcials who give most precise mformation about 
anything connected with the commerce and industry of the country 


€ TH PUBLIC LIBRARIES 


There are only four public brates at Budapest, each of them excepting 
the hbrary of the Commercial Museum, «ontaming about 200000 volumes 

The Libraiy of the National Museum contains principally 
works punted in Hungary o1 wiitten by Hunganans, or written by foreig- 
ners about Ilungary und Hungarian History :

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A QUESTION ANSWERED 


e have frequent occasion to observe that foreig- 
ners visiting Budapest are disappointed, yea vexed 
at finding that our public streets and places are 
marked im Hungarian only and not also in Ger- 
man This struck us as odd, for apart from the 
simple fact, that for instance most of the English, 
French, Italian, Damsh, Spamsh or Russian tra- 
vellers, should not find the (ierman street names 

Led Frerezvarosvt Kee easier to comprehend or even to spell than the 
aM Andina A, Hungarian, we did not think that anybody could 

wey wil judiciously expect us,to mark our streets in any 
ry $75 other than the native Hungarian language St 

Petersburg for mstance, has full as many Ge1- 
man residents and 1s visited by much more fo- 
reigners, still the streets are marked m Russian, 
although the entirely strange Cyrill letters, do 
not help to make the Russian woid more com- 
prehensible or easier to read Still this meght have 
been our individual opimon, and called preju- 
diced or narrowsighted by-more enlightened 
minds So in order to have our scruples cleared, we thought fit to get 
the opinion of somebody more competent, a person of high intellect, great 
renown, well versed in all questions of pubic interest, a man that has 
travelled and visited the greater part of the world and although a Hunga- 
rian by birth and heart, 1s cosmopolitan m judgement an experience 

Such a man, no doubt is General Klapka, to him we have wiitten, 
and the following 1s what he thiuks on the subject 

[ have frequenlly heard German tourists sojourning at Budapest, 
vomplain of our want of civilty, asthey were pleased to term it, omut- 
ting to add the German expresion to the Hungarian names of our public 
streets and places 

This 1s rather an odd request I should think as far as my known 
ledge goes, I do not know of a single capital or metropolis in all Europe 
where it 1s deemed necessary, to give the names of public streets and 
places in two or more languages or in fact, m any other language than 
the native, and if this fact 1s hnown and accepted, then why should we 
— that have much less mtercourse of foreign visitors — of all nations he 
exceptionally polite or careful ? 

It is the foremost task of every municipal jurisdiction, to facilitate the 
public intercourse and care for the public convenience So long as the 
residents of the sister cities had been almost exlusively German, the pub- 
lic streets and places bore german names, later on:the little plates showed 
the German and the Hunganan name of each street and place, but 
since th e residents of our metropolis have become thorough Hungarians 
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m body and soul, there are but very fewif any indeed of them meap- 
able to speak or understand the native Hungarian tongue m word or 
letter, all necessity for the named procedure, has vanished 

And then if there must be a second language, whv the German? 
should we ask If standimg on the principle of utility, why then, would 
it not be more to the purpose if in consideration of all residents of the 
country, the names of the streets or places were given in five or six diffe- 
rent languages, just as our law proclamations are usually published in the 
different districts of our country? And should such a question if really 
put by somebody, not be considered as extremely ludicrous and foolish 
by every sensible person ? 

What is considered as rule and regular at London, Paris, Rome, Berlin 
andthe capital cities of all other countries, must be taken asa rule with us 
— Acapital with a half milhon of residents must throw over all polyglott 
appearance and endeavour to show itself as the main centre of national 
life and the capital of country and nat.on 

Only then, when Budapest will have become a purely Hungarian city 
as Paris purely French, London English, Madrid Spanish, Roime.Italian and 
Berlin German, then only will foreigners acknowledge that Hungary is an 
independent country indeed and not as hitherto supposed, a simple Austrian 
province 

In all cases if is essential to us, that foreigners be they Germans 
orof any other nation, should’ when sojourning here, find all the comfort and 
the commodity which a large and flourishing city can afford them, and 
the triflmg mconvenience which German travellers find in the purely Hun- 
garian street — names, 1s easily conquered, if in the hotels at the railroad 
termmals and like places of large public imtercourse, good and elaborate 
plans of the city with Hungarian and German names to each street and 
plece, are sold for a smal] consideration 

Who then obstinately refuses to take advantage of this clean and 
exhaustive guide, and gets astray im the sheetsor cannot find his way, has 
to blame himself and not us Happily such a thing has never happened 
as yet 

So we have shown that the complaint raised agamst us 1s founded 
on vanity very easily silenced 
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We have thought fit to ventilate this question in this book, because 
we want to make certam, that the above said is really read by those for 
who it is written, namely the foreign visitors of the Hungarian metropolis 
In closig these Imes, we have yet to add, that we have supplemented to 
this article <hints on pronunciation of the Hungarian letters», in ths way 
facilitating the reading of the street names etc and closing the controverse 
on the mentioned question
